1. The Standing Cos-xlttee of the IAS was established by 
DC- ID J/l in March 1958 n to assist the BIG la the performance of 
its functions*® A need existed then and still continues for 
extensive coordination and contact among the I AO agencies* 'the 
mans for accomplishing this, however, have developed and 
improved in three years and it is now felt that a formal Standing 
Owssittec is no longer required* 

2* Various offices of CIA have their own dealings with 
other agencies and a number of regular and ad hoc committees have 
been set up for specialised problems* For example, National 
Estimates, Scientific Intelligence arid the Hatch Coantittee fms- 
tdons are handled by direct mans without reference to the 
standing Cowaitteo* 

3* Other natters which might originally have been handled 
formally in a seating of the Standing Committee are new usually' 
taken, up on an individual basis with the agent? representatives* 
On occasion setters oay arise which one of the agencies- wishes 
to digues with sooa or .all of the otiwst coilmtively. 'In such 
cases aa ad. hoc masting cm easily bo called of the appropriate 
people fron each agamy*
